Hospital’s story, bonds to bids

When voters went to the polls on June 4 and in 1972 and overwhelmingly 
approved a bond issue for expansion of Lompoc District Hospital facilities 
times were happier 
Plans begun earlier had passed their biggest hurdle voter approval 
District directors were moving to meet a demonstrated need in the 
community for long term care beds and more than that were presenting 
plans to meet the medical needs of Lompoc Valley for 20 years or more 
In the mill were plans for a 74 bed convalescent hospital at Walnut 
Avenue and Third Street, and a major expansion of the acute care facility 
on Hickory Avenue 
Hospital administrator Kenneth I) Wicks had every reason to believe 
that the test at the polls was the toughest they would face Just how tough 
things could get however, wasn t fully known until Wednesday when 
like 
a bride left waiting at the altar — Wicks and other officials waited in vain 
for contractors to submit bids on the estimated $2 250 million project. 
Now the hospital directors will split the huge project and push 
immediately for construction of the convalescent hospital Wicks believes 
some of the contractors would bid on that much of the original project 
Meanwhile the balance of the project including a vital coronary care unit 
and a first ever, outpatient clinic, will be reevaluated Wicks says all of the 
expansion proposals are crucial to meeting existing and future medical 
needs 
Yesterday Wicks reminisced about all this somewhat like the fighter who 
comes back to the corner and asks his manager what hit him Plans for 
expansion of the acute care facility date from 1965 when the facility was 
built on Hickory Avenue At that time, however the district contemplated

Cairo to get nuclear 


technology, fuel 


CAIRO (U PI) — President Nixon 
today agreed to sell Egypt a new 
program 
of 
nuclear 
reactor 
technology and the atomic fuel to go 
with it. He also agreed to provide 
U.S. space science know-how to the 
Cairo government. 
White 
House 
officials 
were 
stunned and shocked when newsmen 
and 
others 
interpreted 
the 
agreement 
as 
giving 
Egypt 
technology that could potentially be 
used for nuclear weapons. 
The agreement was contained in a 
joint communique signed by Nixon 
and 
Egyptian 
President 
Anwar 
Sadat. It also called for major U.S. 
contributions “ to strengthen the 
financial structure of Egypt,” and a 
new 
“ guarantee agreement” 
to 
cover an expected flow of perhaps $2 
billion in private U.S. investment to 
this country. 
It endorsed anew the existing 
policy of attempting to settle the 
simmering Arab-Israeli conflict on 
the basis of U.N. Security Council 
resolutions 242 of November 1967, 
and 338 of last October, taking “ into 
due account the legitimate interests 
of all the peoples in the Middle East, 
including the Palestinian people and 
the right of existence of all states in 
the area.” 
White House spokesman Ronald 
Ziegler and other senior officials 
protested bitterly when reporters, 
given 
advance 
access 
to 
the 
communique, 
wrote 
stories 
suggesting the agreement might 
draw 
protest 
because 
of 
the 
weapons potential involved. 
Ziegler, in an impromptu news 
conference outside Sadat’s desert 
villa below the pyramids, insisted 
that nuclear materials and reactors 
will be provided only under “ total 
safeguards including the rights of 
U.S. inspection and absolute bars on 


transferring nuclear materials or 
technology to third countries'' 


JEDDAH, Saudi Arabia (U PI) - 
Nixon, fresh from a triumphant 
Egyptian visit, was welcomed to oil- 
rich 
Saudi 
Arabia 
today 
by 
thousands of Arabs. 


The crowds that lined the three- 
mile motorcade route from the 
airport to the royal guest house 
overlooking the Red Sea where 
Nixon will reside during his 22-hour 
stay were considerably smaller than 
the estimated 5.5 million to 7 million 
who swarmed after him during 
three days in Egypt. 


But he was greeted warmly by 
King Faisal—the man who initiated 
the oil embargo against the United

winter—and 
Arabs 
dressed in flowing white robes lined 
the streets. 


Nixon, the first U.S. president to 
visit Saudi Arabia, was spending the

sea port because Faisal is residing

his summer palace in the 
relatively cool mountain resort of 
Taif, 50 miles inland. A state dinner 
was scheduled later tonight. 


One of Nixon’s last acts in Cairo 
was signing the joint communique 
with Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat that promised the United

Attorney will use every 
ploy to keep Calley free 


COLUMBUS, Ga. (UPI) 
—An attorney for former 
Army Lt. William Calley 
Jr., convicted in the My Lai 
massacre,

keep Calley free on bail 
while his appeal is being 
considered by the federal 
courts. 
"Just because the Army 
chose to charge Mr. Calley 
with a crime, and then 
chose to call that crime 
murder, doesn’t make it 
so,” said attorney Kenneth 
M. 
Henson.

distinction is the very basis 
of Mr. Calley’s challenge in 
the district court of his 
conviction in the military 
court.” 
The 5th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeal in New Orleans 
revoked 
Calley’s 
$1,000 
appeal bail Thursday, giving 
the Army the right to take 
him 
back 
into 
custody 
—either the house arrest 
Calley has been under for 34 
months, 
or 
military 
confinement. 
An Army spokesman said 
military 
authorities

take Calley into custody "as

New Orleans. Henson plans

SACRAMENTO (U P I) — A two-house 
conference 
committee 
today 
began 
consideration of the state's proposed $10 
billion-plus budget in deliberations opened 
to the public for the first time in history 
Sen Randolph Collier, chairman of the 
conference committee, said the legislature 
for the second straight year would fail to 
send a budget to Gov. Ronald Reagan by 
the constitutional deadline of Saturday. 
June 15. 
Lawmakers passed the budget 13 days 
late last year In past years, enactment of 
the budget has been delayed until after the 
start of the new fiscal year which begins 
July 1. 
According to legislators, it was the first 
time ever that conference committee 
budget deliberations were opened to the 
public. 
The six-member committee has the task 
of resolving the differences between a 
$10.17 billion budget approved by the 
Senate and the $10.21 billion Assembly 
version 
On Thursday, the California Taxpayers 
Association said the state would face a $600 
million revenue gap during the next fiscal 


year if one-half the spending bills before 
the legislature are enacted 
The 
association, 
whose 
members 
generally include business interests, said if 
one half the spending bills became law. 
they could cost $1.13 billion in 1974 75 
That would cause a $f>80 million revenue 
gap, the group said. "Given the costs of 
existing and proposed programs,'' it said, 
the combined possible revenue shortage 
for state and local governments could 
climb as high as $1 4 billion. 
The 
Reagan 
adm inistration 
has 
projected a nearly $415 million surplus, 
including federal revenue sharing, in its 
proposed $10.1 billion budget. The Senate 
version of the budget carried an estimated 
surplus 
of 
$390 
million 
while 
the 
Assembly’s plan had a $349million surplus. 
Verne Orr, state finance director, said 
Reagan has reserved $6.4 million in the 
budget this year for additional legislation 
beyond the budget, only a tiny fraction of 
spending bills proposed.

Talks go nowhere...Raid rumors fly 


NEW YORK 
(UPI) — Where is Henry 
Kissinger now that we really need him? 
The National Football League owners and the 
Players Association could not even agree as to 
how 
the 
current 
contract * 
negotiations 
terminated Thursday afternoon, which indicates 
how the talks are progressing on the players list 
of 63 demands 


The NFL owners charged immediately after 
the 
meeting 
broke 
up 
that 
the 
Players 
Association had walked out of the negotiations 
unilaterally. 


Of course, the Players Association refuted the 
NFL Management Council’s charge. 


The man in the middle, federal negotiator Jim 
Scearce, 
reluctantly 
admitted the players 
version of both sides walking out together after 
negotiations remained stalemated was basically 
correct 
One area in which the owners and the players 
agreed was that the three days of negotiations 
has made no appreciable progress toward 
settling the contract dispute, with a strike 
scheduled for July 1 if an agreement is not 
reached. 


Both sides said they will return to the 
negotiating table next Tuesday in Washington for 
discussion on pension and insurance issues. 
But the players “ freedom demands, 
which 
were Thursday's chief topic, are still the major 
stumbling block in the talks. 


NEWPORT BEACH, Calif. (UPI) - Several 
other members of the Dallas Cowboys in 
addition to Craig Morton and Calvin Hill have 
signed with the World Football League, accord­ 
ing to W FL legal counsel Don Regan. 
Regan, in an interview in the Los Angeles 
Times Thursday, said players from the Miami 
Dolphins and the Cowboys have expressed great 
interest in switching from the National Football 
League to the WFL. 
“ Players from the Cowboys and Dolphins 
seem more anxious to come to our league than 
any other NFL teams,” Regan said. 
“ A lot of Dallas players have come to us. In 
addition to Morton and Hill, we’ve signed some 
other Cowboys who haven’t been announced yet. 
Some people in Dallas will faint when they find 
out who they are.” 
Regan refused to name the other players when 
contacted by U PI Thursday and he said he 
couldn’t say when an announcement would be 
made. 
Morton has signed with the Houston club in the 
W FL and Hill with the Hawaiians. They will 
begin play for their new clubs in 1975 after 
completing the option year in their contracts 
with the Cowboys this season. 
Regan told U PI that a federal court injunction 
won by the Cowboys only prohibits the Houston 
Texans from signing or talking to members of 
the N FL team and not the other W FL clubs. 
He said the W FL “ takes the position that the 
decision is totally against the overwhelming 
body of law.”

At odds with Jesse Owens 
Matthews pursues dignity

NEW YORK - (NEA) - A black Olympic gold medal win­ 
ner in (rack can todiv go on lo make a buck racing other 
humans, instead of suffering the Stepin Eetchit indignity ot 
racing a horse. 
Jesse Owens in 1936 had no such thing as the International 
Track Association to support any aspirations as Vince Mat­ 
thews has now In fact, tne black man in 1936 had few oppor­ 
tunities to make a decent living in any field. 
Owens took advantage of his Olympic fame to earn money 
any way he could. One was to race a horse. Those were dif­ 
ferent days. Owens would take any crumb, but Matthews 
wants his full fair share of the pie. And someone like the 26 
year-old Matthews has trouble adjusting to the Owens of 
legend and the Owens of present. 
Jesse Owens was projected as a black hero ever since I 
can remember,” said Matthews. “ And for a long time I went 
along with it. Especially after I heard him speak. He has this 
deep Baptist preacher-1 ike voice. I got goose pimples listen­ 
ing to him. It was superpatriotic Speech. But after 1968,1 saw 
him in an entirely nifferent light. 
Matthews, a bookish looking fellow wearing glasses, and 
tie and sweater under his conservative suit and sporting no 
Afro, recalled the change at a breakfast here recently to 
kick off his autobiography, “ My Race Is Won" written with 
Neil Amdur. 
At the Mexico City Olympics there was threat of boycott 
and protest by black athletes. Owens, who now owns two 
homes and earns about $75,000 a year making stirring 
speeches to local booster clubs, was, according to Matthews, 
a pawn for the white establishment United States Olympic 
Committee. Owens’ influence helped suppress some trouble. 
Tommie Smith and John Carlos, however, did stand on the 
victory platform and raised black-gloved fists, symbolic of 
black pride and black defiance of American race prejudice. 
Matthews, who won a gold medal with the 1,600-meter 
relay team, stood at rather respectable parade rest on the 
victory stand. 
“ In retrospect,” says Matthews, “ it was clear that all of us 
(who did not protest*in 1968» harbored some type of fear of 
possible reprisals. We knew we wanted to do something sig­ 
nificant on the victory stand, but it was like we had allowed 
ourselves to be brainwashed, as if we were surrounded by 
people who kept telling us we were horses; and if you hear it 
enough, you’re going to start eating oats. We were all young 
and felt that we might be jeopardizing our future careers in 
the sport.” 


Owens, apparently, was transformed into a scapegoat for 
Matthews’ naving "sold out” in 1968 The resentment grew. 
“The legend was that Jesse defied Hitler in 1936. that 
Jesse won his four gold medals and then defied Hitler, said 
Matthews. “Then I saw film clips of those races. And I didn’t 
see Jesse gesture any defiance. It was Hitler who defied 
Owens. Jesse did nothing but run. And later he went along 
with the degradation of racing a horse. I sat down one day 
and thought about all this. And I realized the Jesse Owens 
legend was just another lie we’ve been fed, just another 
coverup of the truth. 
“ I respect Jesse for the great athlete he was,” continued 
Matthews, “ and because he 'made it in his time. He did 
things he had to do. But he lives in the past. He keeps talking 
about how ¡^reat America is because that’s where his bread 
is buttered. ’ 
After Matthews won the 440-meter race at Munich, he 
stood on the winner’s platform and, according to some, was 
disrespectful to the American national anthem and flag. On 
the stand, he shuffled and laughed and swung his gold medal 
on its chain. A furor arose. 
Enter Owens again. He rushed to Matthews and said he 
had been working for a whole year with companies to 
broaden their policies of hiring blacks. He said if Matthews

Having grown up at a time when compliance meant sur­ 
vival Mrs. Matthews, like Owens, said no, she did not under­ 
stand. Perhaps, however, Rosa Parks would have under­ 
stood. 
Rosa Parks is Matthews’ hero today. She is a black woman 
who one December day in 1955 initiated the first national!) 
significant direct action by the black community. She re­ 
fused to give up her seat to a white man on a Montgomery. 
Ala., bus. From that action mushroomed the black protest of 
the next two decades. 
“ She was a small figure,” said Matthews, "but she started 
everything. It just seemed that all the horrors the blacks 
suffered in this country welled up into that one moment, and 
Rosa Parks finally decided, “To Hell with it.’

different, it seem s to m e, as to 
justify homilies by H alberstam at 
the expense of buggers. 
They a re 
really 
a f t e r 
K is s in g e r 
these days on the 
m atter of did he or 
did he not initiate 
the bugging of some 
of his subordinates, 
or indeed of som e 
m em bers 
of 
the 
press, 
during 
the 
1969-1971 
period, 
and it is useful to

national 
secu rity 
s e c re ts 
the 
Execu tive was seeking to protect. It 
does not even m ean, by the way, 
that the gentlem en in question were 
conclusively innocent. All it m eans 
is that they w ere not caught. We all 
know that one does not need to use 
one’? private 
telephone 
for 
the 
p u r p o s e 
of 
c o m m u n i c a t i n g 
governm ent secrets. 
2) Mr. Kissinger was asked by 
Senator 
Fulbright, 
during 
the 
h e a r i n g s 
on 
K i s s i n g e r ’ s 
appointm ent as S ecretary of State, a 
question I rem em b er at the tim e 
thinking of as highly indelicate. It 
w as the question: 
Did Kissinger 
him self initiate a w iretap of any 
single individual? M rs. Kissinger 
replied in the negative, and, when 
pressed, 
said 
only 
that 
he 
had 
acquiesced in the general notion 
that surveillance of som e sort was 


proper under the circu m stan ces. 
The 
reason 
I 
thought 
Senator 
Fulbright’s question indelicate, as 
also the questions of those who are 
now torm enting Mr. Kissinger on 
the point, is this. If the general 
principle 
is established that the 
E xecu tive is entitled to guard the 
s e c r e c y 
of 
i t s 
i n n e r m o s t 
d elib eration s 
— 
w hether, 
for 
instance, to tilt tow ards India or 
tow ards 
Pakistan; 
what fallback 
position we are willing to take with 
the Russians at Helsinki, that kind 
of thing — then it follows that if the 
secrets are leaking, it is necessary 
to do something to stop the leak. 
( Who says A must say B .) 
Now the cleanest way to proceed 
is by category, not by ch a ra cte r 
reference. If you call in the F B I and 
give them the assignm ent, you ought 
not 
to 
say: 
“ Please 
tap 
the 
telephones of all of the loose talkers 
who are privy to the minutes of the 
National Security Council.” It is 
m ore 
proper 
to 
say : 
“ Tap 
the 
telephones of everyone privy to the 
m inutes of the National Security 
C ouncil.” That way you are not 
saying something invidious about a 
p articu lar person, such as that Jo e 
is known to run off a bit about 
intim ate m atters when he has too 
much to drink, or w hatever. 
If Mr. Kissinger was pressed to 


give the nam es of one or m ore 
people whom he had observed to be 
a little loose-mouthed, loyalty would 
require that he not disclose this 
publicly. Because, for one thing, to 
be a little loose-mouthed is not 
n e c e s s a r i l y 
a 
c r i t i c a l 
disqualification. 
No one is m ore 
indiscreet than Winston Churchill 
was — with the possible exception of 
Henry Kissinger. And both are great 
statesm en. 
And finally, 3) I return to the point 
of the “ bonded bugger.” No decent 
governm ent official should perm it 
himself 
to 
look 
at 
the 
logs 
of 
telephone 
conversations 
excep t 
i ns of a r 
a s 
th ey 
d e a l 
wi t h 
g o v e r n m e n t 
s e c r e t s . 
T h e s e 
excerpts, if they occu r at all, should 
be pulled out of the telephone logs by 
an anonymous and highly trusted 
civil servant pledged with priestly 
gravity to guard the confidentiality 
of conversations extrin sic to the 
point in question. These logs should 
be instantly burned, and the bonded 
bugger protected by law against any 
questioning about them . 
Why 
a re 
these 
elem en tary 
subtleties escaping the attention of 
the refined inquisitors of the Nixon 
adm inistration? Is it because they 
are becom ing prim arily inquisitors, 
and
